U.N. Turns Down 
‘Each Proposal 
Made By Soviets 


LAKE SUCCESS (/P) — Russia 
‘today lost her fight to have the 
| United Nations order immediate 
withdrawal of American and Brit- 
ish troops from Greece. The 
Russians also lost on a move to 
‘have the U. N. lay blame for the 
Balkan troubles on the United 
States, Britain and Greece. 

| This second big test on the 
| Balkan problem came when the 
| S?-nation political committee of 
| the general assembly rejected by 
ja vote of 40 to 6 a Soviet reso- 
lution offered on an alternative 
to a United States proposal ap- 
proved last Saturday. 

The Soviet resolution also pro- 
posed creation of a U.N. com- 
mission to supervise American 
aid to Greece under the Truman 
program. 

Russia was defeated on each of 
nine votes as the committee de-« 
cided on the Soviet proposal par- 
agraph by paragraph and then 
lost on the final vote, with only 
Russia and the five Soviet bloc 
countries voting in the affirma-

; on the final ballot. 
This completed the political 


cemmittee’s action on the Balkan 
problem.

Farm Crops, Homes Wrecked As 
Hurricane Rips Across Floida 


MIAMI, Fila. 
3,000 homse in greater Miami were 
reported damaged by floods today 
in the wake of a freak hurricane 
which moved northeastward in the 
Atlantic after slicing across Flor- 
ida. 

Highest waters in more than a 
quarter-century inundated vast 
areas of southeastern Florida, in- 
flicting crop damage estimated 
between $15,000,000 and $20,000,- 
000. In greater Miami, unofficial 
appraisal placed damage to homes 
at $4,500,000. 

With winds up to 60 miles an 
hour, the storm lashed across 
southern Florida Saturday and 
Sunday and then moved foward 
the northeast, “accompanied by 
heavy squalls. 

Commissioner of Agriculture 
Nathan Mayo called the hurricane 
the greatest farm disaster in more 
than a generation. Tons of water 
poured down over the Everglades 
where many fields and grazing 
lands already were covered. 

Thousands of residents sought 
refuge in schools.and other public

Now the number of enlistees is running well below 
the 30,000 a month necessary to hold the army at its proper 
mark. 

Peace-minded as it is the nation cannot afford to let 
military strength melt away. Some means must be found 
of bringing more recruits in and of inducing men already 
in the service to stay in. Just how this can be done is not 
easy to determine. ss 

The fact remains that we cannot cover the world with 
our promises of protection and of helping “under dog” na- 
tions without having a sufficiently-large trained force to 
back up these commitments.
